The centrai problem is this: 
1. How can the United States 
enter into friendlier military rela­ 
tions with Russia without causing 
its allies and the free world gen­ 
erally to lower its guard and re­ 
lax vigilance against Soviet com­ 
munism? 
2. On the other hand, can the 
United States afford to cold-shoul­ 
der Soviet moves for more normal 
relations in the military field with­ 
out appearing to other countries to 
have a kind of Iron Curtain of its 
own? 
Eisenhower himself is described 
as convinced that more and clos­ 
er American-Russian contact are 
in themselves desirable in the in­ 
terest of peace.

The governor spok e at a Mem­ 
orial Day service in the little 137- 
year-old Hick ory Flat cemetery, 
i ve miles north of here. Several 
hundred persons attended the cere­ 
mony at which a veterans* mem­ 
orial was dedicated.

‘‘patriotism is 
rot old-fashioned,** the governor 
said: 
“We must realize the full mean­ 
ing of the strength and liberties 
under which we live. . . Let us 
visualize and imagine what the 
dead would say to us If we let 
their sacrifices be tn vain.** 


Water Skier Swept 


Over Brink Of Falls 


TWIN FALLS, Idaho UP — The 
swift-running Snak e River swept 
a water sk ier over the brink of 
212-foot Shoshone Falls Wednesday 
as ouHook ers tak ing the Memorial 
Day sun watched in horror from 
the shore. 
Still missing today was the body 
of 32-year-old Melvin W. Hulbert 
of Boise, Idaho. 
Witnesses said Hulbert lost his 
balance and fell into the water of 
a lagoon about 1,000 yards up­ 
stream from the falls, one of the 
highest cataracts in the west. He 
splashed around in the water, ap­ 
parently unconcerned, while the 
current edged him ever closer to 
the lip of the falls, 
“About 200 feet from the falls 
he seemed to realize he was in 
trouble,** one witness said. The 
boat which had been towing him 
and another craft made desperate, 


dangerous last-minute passes in an 
attempt to rescue him almost at 
the brink .

T me has flown since those much-discussed 
contracts for supplemental unemploy ment bene­ 
fits were being negotiated by employ ers and 
unions a y ear ago. 
It is ironic that their first test Is going to 
occur in the first industry to adopt them. On 
June 1, furloughed auto workers become eli­ 
gible for benefits in the week beginning June 
4, but benefits will be small and -beneficiaries 
relatively few. 
To be eligible for any benefits at all, a work­ 
er must have been laid off aftet May 2; tens 
of thousands of auto workers had been laid off 
before that date. 
* 
In actual practice, only a few weeks* bene­ 
fits will be received. These will be small, more­ 
over, because the trust funds from which all 
benefits must be paid are now only about one 
fourth filled. 
In Ohio, furthermore, which is rapidly be­ 
coming the equivalent of Michigan a* an auto 
producer, no worker will be a flowed to draw 
supplemental unemploy ment benefits as a net 
add tion to his state unemploy ment compensa­ 
tion 
Thus, the first test of fids new idea for 
stabilizing industrial compensation is occurring 
mi a time and under circumstances unfavor­ 
able to its hoped-for success a y ear ago when 
It vas initiated. 
No one is happy about this, least of all the 
Ford C o, which made the first agrément with 
United Auto Workers. Ford Co. policy has been 
to solicit business sqpport for SUB as an anti­ 
dote for the guaranted annual wage as well as 
an mtidote fin* file less of buy ing power that 
alway s follows lay offs in the auto industry . Na­ 
tional Association of Manufacturers, on the oth­ 
er hand, has opposed both guaranteed annual 
wage ideas and SUB, on the premise that they 
cannot help but be hurtful to the national econ­ 
omy . Sts approval has been given, instead, to 
a i &n of deferred wages held in savings ac­ 
counts. 


Killer At Large 
Traffic accidents have been rond-hogging the 
headlines as the killer at large, but another 
less spectacular killer is at large on the streets 
of American cities, too. 
Scientists study ing the rising frequency of 
human lung cancer have taken samples of pol­ 
luted air from eight municipalities and have con­ 
cluded: 'Automobile exhaust seems to be the 
No. I culprit** 
Dr. Clarence A. Mills o f the University o f 
Cincinnati, o ne o f the natio n's leading air pollu­ 
tion authorities, reports that Cincinnati men 
trav eling 1 2 .000 miles o r mo re a y ear in mo to r 
traffic arc moving into the danger zone o f lung 
cancer. He adds that tobacco smoking heightens 
the hazard in every category . 
Dr. Mills further warns that 'Hung cancer is 
today 's greatest killer among respiratory di­ 
seases, and the part play ed by exhaust fumes 
will have a direct bearing on the tendency of 
urban populations to live far out and drive in.** 
He adds that the load of so much traffic driving 
has brought the worker almost to the breaking 
point. 
C iifomia scientists study ing rising frequency 
cf lung cancer collected polluted air and gaso­ 
line engine exhausts from eight cities, reduced 
the samples to a tarry mass, painted this on 
mice and produced cancer in all of them. 
In New York City the Department of Health 
fourd that up to 178 tons of solid matter, includ­ 
ing half a ton of tarry matter, settled out from 
the air onto every square mile of Manhatan 
each month. 
Smoke abatement legislation has proved suc­ 
cessful in Pittsburgh and S t Louis. Exhaust 
After-burners on automobiles is one way to re­ 
duce exposure to traffic fumes. Automotive en­ 
gineers have their work cut out for them in 
dfkc >verinf other way s to eliminate pollution. 
Perhaps the 
atomic motor will bring 
answer. 


The Price Of Progress 
School has ended in districts that favor short 
Christmas and Easter vacations over June clos­ 
ings—and for most of us this will be the end 
of school worries until nest September. 
But the worries will not go away merely be­ 
cause they are neglected. More children will 
grow up to school age during the next three 
months. More children will be born this summer 
to grow up to school age in six y ears. 
* More families will move into growing neigh­ 
borhoods to swamp more overcrowded schools 
with pupils. More taxpay ers, confronted with all 
this evidence of a problem in human progress, 
w© wring their hands and wonder, “Whither**’ 
The answer to their wonderment is simple. 
The school problem will go away when there 
are no more children; when the population quits 
inert a sing. It will cease to be when there is 
no r iore progress. 
It» the meantime, the price cf progress wifl 
to be paid. And it will be high, 
there will be no scho o l v acatio n fo r tax pay ers. 


Cold War Blunder

West Fails To Utilize Best Weapon Against Reds 


WASHINGTON 
When the S o v i e t government 
wants to make a psy chological 
move and weigh the probable im­ 
pact on the people of Britain or 
America, the­ 
cal! in Messrs. 
Burgess a n d 
Maclean, 
who 
know intimate­ 
ly the Western 
democracies — 
t h e ir gullibil­ 
ity a n d their 
political weak­ 
nesses. 
W he n the 
United 
States 
is confronted with a move that 
could affect the psy chology of the 
peoples behind the iron curtain, no­ 
body with a knowledge of the 
peoples behind the iron curtain, 
nobody w i t h a knowledge of the 
processes of reasoning of the Rus­ 
sians sits In at the top councils. 
Decisions usually are made on the 
basis of what American officials 
think is or will be the Russian re­ 
action. 
Thus, today there 
is 
a 
big 
problem facing decision by the 
United States government. It is 
whether to open the way for the 
United States Joint Chiefs of Staff 
to visit Moscow and to let the 
highest military commanders of 
the Soviet regime come here. 
On the face of it, the American 
mind sees nothing wrong with it 
—fust another means of creating a 
better “climate for peace.” 
of* 
BUT THE MEN who have know­ 
ledge of the Russian underground 
— the emigres who have fled from 
behind the iron curtain — are con­ 
stantly warning that the United 
States must not appear to be 
giving sanction to permanent rule 
by the Moscow ty rants over the 
satellite states and a continued 
enslavement of the people of Soviet 
Russia. 
Every since the Geneva Confer­ 
ence of 1954, the Moscow govern­ 
ment has been play ing up the idea 
that the United States accepts the 
'‘status quo” in eastern Europe. 
Many Americans, including George 
Kennan of the Truman admini­ 
stration’s policy -making group and 
now an adviser to Adlai Steven­ 
son, think it’s all right to abandon 
the peoples behind the iron cur­ 
tain. 
Potential trouble for the Mos­ 
cow regime, however, is imbedded 
in the satellite states and among 
the people inside Soviet Russia who 
stiU believe the United States will 
not forsake them. 


DR. 
VLADIMIR 
POREMSKY, 
president of the National Alliance 
of Russian Solidarists — an organi­ 
zation that carries 
on 
under­ 
ground activities in the Soviet 
Union — flew to America a few 
day s ago and, in a copy righted in­ 
terview in U.S. News A World Re­ 
port this week, he discusses the 
recent visit of Khrushchev and 
Bulganin to England. He say s: 
“I think Khrushchev and Bul­ 
ganin have a double aim. 
The 
first atm, which we consider the 
main one, is to consolidate their 
prestige within their own country 


by showing their people that they 
are being well received abroad, 
and to use this prestige to stifle 
domestic opposition. They strive 
particularly to deprive their people 
of the hope of support from the 
free world. 
"Their second aim, which we 
regard as secondary , is to try 
once more to deceive the West ia 
accordance with the Leninist line 
t which they have now returned. 
Lenin was very optomistic con­ 
cerning the possibility of fooling 
people in the West because he 
thought that there were many fools 
there ” 
"What is y our opinion concern­ 
ing the wisdom or the unwisdom 
of the Geneva Conference? ** he 
was asked. Here is his reply : 
“I think that because of the pre­ 
vailing atmosphere in the sword 
today , because of every one's fear 
of war, it would have been diffi­ 
cult to 
avoid 
the 
meeting 
at 
Geneva 
Personally . 
1 
would 
rather it had not taken 
place. 
Whether or not such meetings ean 
be avoided in the future wiD de­ 
pend on public opinion In the 
West, Only public opinion can give 
the Western governments s o l i d 
ground to stand upon in refusing to 
participate 
in 
such 
meetings.** 


GEN. TWINING, 
chief of the 
U.S. Air Force, probably will go 
to Moscow for the air show next 
month along with 
air 
generals 
from Britaia and France. But if 
the Russians invite the U.S. Joint 
Chiefs of Staff as a whole and the 
invitation 
ia accepted, then the 
Russian chiefs will want to come 
here, too. 
It would mean also 
that 
Khrushchev 
and 
Bulganin 
would feel that the United States 
could not fail to invite them. A 
number of Military missions from 
Soviet Russia then would probably 
go to the Latin American capitals. 
Hus 
would aid the infiltration 
propaganda of the Soviets. 
All this is In the face of the 
fact that sixteen nations which 
made military sacrifices to sup­ 
port the United Nations in Korea 
cannot even get permission for a 
general or any other military of­ 
ficer to visit North Korean camps 
where the armistice has been vio­ 
lated, especially ia building up 
airfields. 
# 
THE N E U T R A L supervisory 
commission of the U.N. has given 
up all hope erf being able to go into 
North Korea. Yet visits by Amer­ 
ican military men to Moscow are 
applauded in free America in cer­ 
tain quarters and there is a steady 
drive encouraged by many well- 
meaning persons to invite Khrush­ 
chev and Bulganin to come here. 
In propaganda the Soviet« are 
outmaneuvering America largely 
because they have men in Mos­ 
cow who understand the Western 
democracies. But In Washington 
evidently the Russians who have 
turned on the Kremlin and who 
understand Russia are not con­ 
sulted when policy decisions are 
being made that could vitally af­ 
fect the psy chology of the peoples 
behind the iron curtain. Small won­ 
der the “cold war** is going against 
us. 


No Rabbit Stew 


The Senators Weren' t Looking

WASHINGTON <*—‘You did it 
when we weren't looking.** 
That is the complaint some sen­ 
ators made against the rest of the 
Senate for inserting—in the new 
superhighway program — a tow 
sentences which, if they stand, 
may cause confusion for y ears. 
It Is true some weren’t looking 
Some weren’t listening either. And 
some weren’t there. 
The 
Senate 
debated 
Monday , 
and 14 hours Tuesday , before ap­ 
proving a Mil to create over the 
next 13 y ear* s 40,800-mile net­ 
work of superhighway s 
costing 
the federal government about 25 
billion dollars and the states about 
2% billions. 
Since the federal government 
win pay most of the bill. Sen. 
Chavez (D-Nra) proposed the gov­ 
ernment should deckle the wage 
rates for. men who build the net­ 
work. He said the secretary of la­ 
bor should do the deciding. 
This wasn’t unusual Under a 
law passed in 1931 the labor secre­ 
tary decides wage rates for work­ 
ers on projects paid for by the 
government This applies to con­ 
tracts for direct federal construc­ 
tion as well as to contracts for 
schools, hospitals, housing, air­ 
ports and other facilities built with 
federak id funds. 
The secretary decides what the 
prevailing rate is ia the area for 
the same kind of work-in this 
case it would be roadbuikijig— 
and say s that should be the wage 
rate for the highway builder. 
There were a lot of objections, 
particularly from Southern Dem­ 
ocrats. including Sen, Fuifuight 
tD-Arkl 
Their arguments, boiled down, 
ran like this: What area would 
the secretary select as a y ard­ 
stick? An area close to where a 
strip of highway is to be built or 
some dty 100 miles away where 
wages might be higher’ What 
would happen to the economy of 
a rural area if file secretary fixed 
wage rates for roadbuilden out 
of line with wages paid nearby 
farmhands? Would they quit the 
farms to work on the roads? 
Besides» so tot arguments went, 


the labor secretary shouldn’t have 
final say . The states—this was the 
states* rights argument — should 
have, a voice in deciding rates. 
Fulbright suggested it might be 
well to let any one who disagreed 
with toe labor secretary appeal 
to the courts. Opponents argued 
this might foul up the whole high­ 
way program, get it snarled in 
court fights all over the United 
States for y ears. 
The 
Senate 
finally 
approved 
Ch. vez’s idea: the labor secretary 
should decide the rates. But it was 
a day of confusion on the floor. 
And just about dinner time Fui- 
bright got up again, proposing as 
an amendment to Chavez s pro­ 
posal 
that 
any one .disagreeing 
with file, secrets ry s wage rates 
could appeal to the courts. 
The Senate quickly voted for 
this. Sometime liter Sen. Douglas 
iD-Ill', « n opponent of Fulbright’s 
amendment, 
realized what had 
happened. He asked the Senate to 
reconsider 
He hadn’t heard the amendment 
read, he said, bee use there was 
too much disorder on the floor at 
the time. 
He said he doubted many sen­ 
ators knew what they were voting 
tor. Sen. M om <D-Ore> said he 
didn't know about it because he 
was out to dinner. Sen. Gore *D- 
Tenn * said he didn’t realize it eith­ 
er His beck was turned at the 
time, be said. 
The Senate let the Fulbright 
amendment stand. But the Senate 
b£ fl differs from a similar meas­ 
ure passed by the House which 
said the Labor secretary should 
decide wage rates but didn’t pro­ 
vide for any appeal to the courts. 
There can be no highway lew 
until both houses iron out their 
differences. The Senate may bow 
to the House and agree to drop 
the Fulbright amendment.

Firing That Earth Satellite 


PATRICK AIR FORCE BASE, 
Fla. — <NEA * — “T-time” in the 
“green room” for “Vanguard" may 
bring a new era in work! history . 
“Vanguard** is the name of the 
earth satellite. 
The "green room” is toe central 
control point at this long-range 
guided missile test center. 
“T-time" is the code term for 
the moment of firing. 
Only s few Vanguard project peo­ 
ple have arrived for the firing- 
some time after July 1, 1967. But 
toe procedures developed for mis­ 
sile firings trill be those used for 
Vanguard. 
T-time minus five hours will find 
tension growing among the dozen 
or so control men as they face 
elaborate sets of dials, instruments, 
huge scanning screens and charts 
in the green room. 
One controller will be in contact 
with the aircraft monitoring the 
electxoms spectrum over the range 
The area extends southeast over 
the Bahama Islands, Puerto Rico 
and bey ond Ascension Island which 
is TOO miles northwest of St. Hel­ 
ens Island near the middle of the 
South Atlantic, 
He'll be sure there is no inter­ 
ference by radio signals from ship« 
or islands. TV signals bouncing 
around from unusual weather coodk 
ttons could also interfere with the 
data Vanguard will be « endinb 
back as it screams toward its o r- 
bit us space. 
One controller will be directing 
aircraft 
and fast 
patrol 
boats 
whose mission is to warn away all 
sea and air traffic in the vicinity 
which may have missed previous 
warnings about the area. 
Large y ellow metal balls will be 
hoisted on 90-foot poles located 
close to the exact point of firing. 
This warns « nail craft that “the 
range is hot” 
Another controller will be In con­ 
stant touch with the men working 
on the large concrete launching pad 
as they fuel the huge three-stage 
rocket and check the thousands of 
details necessary for the firing 
Also in the green room will be 
experts making the most minute 
weather checks possible. Even mi­ 
nor weather changes could force 
a postponement a t T-time. 
Another control 
man will

checking the telemetering channels 
used toe transmission of vital in­ 
formation from the rocket back to 
earth. This will include the speed 
of the rocket, its location in space, 
it tremperature and its attitude in 
the air.. 
At some moment after T-time 
minus one-hour a voice « rill boom 
out in the green room “the range 
is ready .” 
If nothing goes wrong after that, 
T-time will find every human in 
the green room concentrating as 
carefully as is humanly possible 
op this particular assignment 
However, one man in the green 
room will have the moat vital o f 
all decisions to make during the 
next several minutes. He will be 
an Air Force officer. His finger 
« rill rest lightly on s button mark­ 
ed “destruct” 


A slight pressure on ft will det­ 
onate, by radio control, a charge 
of explosive in the rocket It will 
send the fruits of thousands of 
hours o f intense scientific work and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
worth of equipment and instruments 
crashing into the sea. 
This officer will watch the prog­ 
ress of the rocket on s radar scree* 
as it roars off the launching pad. 
On one side of the screen is a red 
mark called the “destruct fine.** 
If something happens to the roch­ 
et’* course., sending it toward the 
mainland of Florida, this officer
